NOT THE ROAD TO WEALTH 


Figures compiled at Washington show 
that the world’s wheat crop this year will 
likely be from 250,000,000 to 300,000,000 
bushels below that of last year. But, due 
to the unusual crop of last year, there will 
be 100,000,000 bushels more carry-over 
into the new year than there were a year 
ago. 

A shrinkage of 150,000,000 bushels in 
the probable yield in Canada accounts for 
the greater part of the prospective drop in 
the world total for this year. People in 
this country are therefore better able than 
those elsewhere to judge what measure of 
virtue there is in the argument that the 
way for wheat growers to bring back pros- 
perity for themselves is to grow less 
wheat. 

The Canaidan crop has surely been re- 
duced, even more drastically than the 
smaller-acreage champions were calling 
for last winter. But there are no signs 
that the wheat grower is better off be- 
cause he will have less wheat to sell. The 
present silence in the crop reductionist 
camp is eloquent on that score. It ap- 
pears to be unanimous now that the Cana- 
dian grower cannot make himself rich 
simply by growing less wheat.

A BLANK CHEQUE 

The resolution introduced in parlia- 
»nt to empower the Government to spend 
nev in giving relief sets no limit to the 
irnount that may be so used. It simply 
Ceclares the desirability of authorizing 
the Ministers to spend whatever amount 
they may find necessary for such pur- 
poses, in such ways as seem best to them. 

There are obvious and vital objections 
to thus railroading through parliament a 
motion which places unlimited spending 
power in the hands of a government, and 
unlimited latitude also in selecting the 
channels through which the spending may 
be done and the objects for which it may 
be done. Nothing short of entirely excep- 
tional circumstances would warrant the 
Ministers thus asking for and securing a 
signed cheque, to be made out by them for 
any amount and in favor,of whoever they 
choose. 

But the circumstances are exceptional, 
80 entirely so that it is difficult to see 
what other means of meeting the situation 
can be adopted. For no one knows or can 
foresee what the situation will be a few 
months hence, or can guess with any as- 
surance what amount will be required. 
And the Government does not seem to 
have been able to decide what the objects, 
peaveods or channels of expenditure are to 

ie. 

For that failure to develop a definite, 
comprehensive and comprehensible relief 
policy the Government is responsible, and 
the responsibility is neither light nor light- 
ly excusable, But having allowed them- 
selves and the country to drift into the po- 
sition, there does not now seem to be much 
to do but give the Ministers power to make 
the best of the business by such expedi- 
ents as may suggest themselves. : 

If anything is to be done in the way 
of allowing the unemployed men to earn 
some wages before the outdoor working 
season is ended, there is now no time to 
waste in debating procedure and lament- 
ing the tragic lack of leadership that has 
made this dangerous way of handling the 
public funds necessary. 


THE TRANS-CANADA FLIERS 


The airplane is by no means a strange 
bird in the Edmonton sky. But familiar- 
ity has not bred indifference, and there 
will be a good deal more than curiosity in 
the welcome which residents of the city 
extend to the air fleet that is calling here 
in the course of the trans-Canada tour. 

This coast-to-coast jaunt across the 
Dominion and back is symbolic of the pro- 
gress that has been made in adapting the 
plane to the carrying on of public services 
and of private business in Canada. It is 
the more notable because conditions at 
the moment are not normally favorable 
for aviation or its extension. 

There is a prospect that the forward- 
ing of mail by air will be abandoned for a 
year or s0 on many of the Canadian routes 
which have been formerly flown. That in- 
evitably will mean that planes will cease 
to fly along some of these routes, with loss 
to the owners and the men who operate 


them; and that a temporary check will be 
given to the expansion of air service gen 
erally.

spair. They are meeting the situation by 
staging the first cross-Canada flight from 
sea to sea, with demonstrations of the ef- 
ficiency of their machines and the skill of 
the pilots in all the leading centres of the 
country, The confidence they are thus 
showing that the plane has come to stay, 
and to play a YM fom J part as one of the 
transport agencies of the Dominion, is 
shared by the public, and nowhere more 
than by the people of Edmonton. 

Edmonton people are “air-minded"” to 
a degree, and are also conscious of the po- 
sition this city occupies in relation to air 
service. They have provided a large land- 
ing field which is being equipped to meet 
all the requirements of an up-to-date air- 
port. The city has a large and active fly- 
ing club. It is the headquarters for avia- 
tion throughout the western half of the 
great northland. It is strategically situ- 
ated as one of the “divisional points” on 
a trans-Canada mail and passenger route 
of the future. It is a point of call for 
planes from the neighboring republic en 
route to Alaska and the Orient. 

Thus while Edmonton people will flock 
to the flying field to welcome the visitors, 
to see the new types of machines they 
bring and the “stunts” they perform, the 
basis of their interest in flying is the con- 
sciousness that Edmonton is a recognized 
aviation centre and destined to be the most 
important of these centres in the farther 
west.

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Beard’s Plan

about plans for the future—five-year

Much of this discussion evaporates 


in amiable generalities 


There begin to emerge, however, 
concrete plans that make good targets 
for thought, and among these is the 
five-year plan advanced by Charles A. 
Beard in the July issue of the Forum. 
designed for the United States. 

Here are nine points in the Beard 
plan: 

(1) A National Economic Council, 
to be created by the Congress or at 
least au'horized by Conpress, repre- 
senting the fundamental industries of 
the nation and charged with their co- 
ordination. 

(2) The repeal of the Sherman and 
Clayton anti-trust ac's, so that in- 
dustry must act in this technological 
| age, but with all industries represent- 
ed in the National Economic Council, 
and others that are becoming highly 
concentrated, declared public service 
enterprises to be conducted on the 
basis of prudent investment and fair 
returns 

(3) A Board of Strategy and 
Planning charged with the duty of 
surveying the resources and produc- 
tive facilities of the nation, forecast- 
ing the production of consumptive 
and capital goods. and alloting pro- 
duction to the end that we may real- 
ize the desirable maximum output 
and raise the standard of living by 
raising wages and reducing prices. 

(4) The strengthening of the Bur- 
eau of Standards and, through it 
coordinating the new-lapping agen- 
cies of industrial research and stand- 
ardizing all essential commodities 
produced under the guardianship of 
the National Economic Council. 

(5) The organization of each in- 
dustry, represented in or associated 
with the National Economic Council 
into a syndicate of affiliated corp- 
orations, as a holding company, each 
Syndicate having its own Board of 
Strategy and Planning to key into the 
National Board, each Syndicate made 
up of regional corporations of divis- 
ional corporations or both, with the 
Plants of each corporation operated 
by corporation managers 

(6) The special organization of an 
Agricultural Syndicate, charged with 
the duty of a national venture in in- 
telligent land utilization, and expect- 
ed to look into the possibilities of 
corporation farming where the old 
farming is manifestly obsolete. 

(7) The special organization of a 
Marketing Syndicate to rationalize 
the national scheme of distribution. 

(8) The special organizzation of an 
Exporting and Importing Syndicate 
with directive responsibility respecting 
the getting of the goods we need. the 
issurance of foreign securities here, 


and the loans made to other 
countries 
(9) The integration of American 


diplomacy in terms of the Kellogg 
Pact, adherence to the World Court, 
cooperation with the economic con- 
ferences and councils of the League 
of Nations, and cancellation of war 
debts contingent on the reduction of 
the world’s armed forces to a police 
basis.

Sunstroke and heat exhaustion both 
follow exposure to heat, but the two 
terms mean entirely different condi- 
tions and require different treatment.

Even persons in good health should 
not stay in the intense sunlight or a 
warm humid room for very long. 


During the summer months people 
often make the mistake of using such 
inharmonious conglomerations of food 
as candy, peanuts, ice cream, hot dogs, 
sandwiches and malted milk, often 
having several of these highly heat- 
ing foods in their stomachs at the 
same time. The result of these mix- 
tures is a mass of heating material 
in the system which undergoes fer- 


mentation and produces toxins in the! 


blood. 


When two hot days come along to- 
gether the population is already half 
upset and the ambulances begin do- 
ing a rushing business. Many of those 
suffering from sudden collapse from 
heat would have had no trouble if 
they had eaten sensibly the day before, 
being careful of their elimination, and 
had worn light clothing.

Children and light 
complextoned people and those under 
the influence of alcohol are especially 
susceptible, Usually there are some 
warning signals before the real stroke. 
These are dizziness, pain in the head, 
swimming spots before the eyes, and 
a flushed or burning sensation of the 
face. Those who have such symptoms 
would do well to take heed and use a 


| treatment to prevent sunstroke from 


developing. When you feel this way, 
get to a place in the shade where it is 
cool and dash cold water on the face 
and back of the neck. If possible, lic 
in cool water, or take a cool shower for 
complete relief.

City to Carry on Wage Negotiations With Unions

Council Grants Commis-, 
sioners Authority to Dis- 
cuss New Angle 


Council members have given the city 
commissioners authority to carry on/ 


negotiations with the civic untons in 
regard to the reduction of wages. 

The authority goes to this extent-— 
that if the commissioners consider that 
it is more desirable to discuss the 
matter of a reduction along other lines 
than that of a straight five per cent | 
cut they are at liberty to do so. It 
is understood that any alternative will 
be in the nature of a general giving 
up of one day’s pay per month by all 
employees. 

Mayor Douglas gave the council a 
progress report of the discussions that 
have already taken place between the 
commissioners and representatives of 
the different unions. He said that 
nearly every union had some sugges- 
tions to make, and while the commis- 
isoners cannot agree with them all, 
yet the conflict is not very great. 
There are certain points that will have 
to be given reconsideration, one being 
the minimum of $100. 

Alderman Bellamy — Does the un- 
married employee earning just under 
the $100 not have the reduction? If 
that is the case it is a matter that 
might be further considered by the 
commissioners, 

The Mayor—That is the case. The 
commissioners are tied by the reso’ :- 
tion of council. 

Alderman O’Connor—That is so in- 
congruous that it should be amended. 
If an unmarried man gets $99 per 
month he escapes, yet if a married 
man earns $101 he has to take the 
reduction, 


CHANGE PROVISION 

Alderman Bellamy said that the) 
provision in the case of married men | 
might be changed to earning not less 
than $100, but that did not take care 
of the unmarried men earning just 
less than $100 and without any 
responsibilities. 

The Mayor remarked that council 
might consider the proposals of the 
street railway men who were offering 
to give up a day or day and a half pay 
per month in order to keep all the 
men at work. 

J. Matear, representing the street 
railwaymen’s union, who was present, 
gave an outline of their proposals to 
contribute the working hours, 

The Mayor said that —. day per 
month meant a saving of $734, dnd | 
a day and a half would mean $809. 
If the street railway employees con- 
tributed the five per cent reduction 
it meant a total of $1250 per month. 
One point is that the five per cent 
reduction went to the city and the 
other proposals meant that the money 
went back to the men, 

Council was informed by Commis- 
sioner Mitchell that under the new 
street railway schedule there is a 
saving of $1500 a month. 


REDUCTION REFUSED 

Alderman Knott said that he did 
not see how the commissioners are 
going to put through the general re- 
duction by August 1, The negotiations 
ought to have been carried out first. 

The Mayor said that the commis- 
sioners had negotiated with Union 52, 
the street railwaymen, the firemen and 
police. The electrival engineers re- 
fused to accept the reduction and said 
they will ask for a conciliation board, 
and negotiations are being carried on 
with Union 30. If wider powers are 
given to the comissioners more pro- 
gress might be made. 

Commissioner Mitchel! also said that 
it would be more satisfactory if the 
commisioners are given authority to 
discuss negotiations along the lines of 
a general contribution of one day per 
month, It will mean practically the 
same from the financial standpoint as 
the reduction of five per cent. 

Alderman Baker then moved that 
the commissioners be given authority 
to continue negctiations as outlined, 
as council did not want to bind them 
to any hard and fast rule. 

This was seconded by Alderman 
o’Connor and carried, It is understood 
that the comm‘ssioners when bring- 
ing in their report, will also include 
the matter of the $100 minimum, 
Alderman Knott opposed the resolu- 
tion.
